At nine o'clock this morning 
McGill students will go to the 
polls to elect forty-nine repre- 
sentatives to the Stuclent's Ex- 
ecutive Council, the Scarlet Key 
and the Red Wings Society. The 
voting will continue until 2 p.m. 

Each Faculty and R.V.C. 
elects a representative from its 
Junior year, and Scarlet Key So- 
ciety candidates are divided into 
two groups: Class "A," com- 
posed of men in their Junior 
Year, and Class "B," men in 
their Sophomore Year. Two 
Avomcn from each of the three 
first years must be elected to the 
Red Wings.

It was officially announced yes 
terday by Lt-Col. J. M. Morris, 
o/c C.O.T.a, that Captain H. S. L 
Brown, commanding officer of M.R 
T.B., has been promoted to.the rank 
of Major. The promotion, official 
on October 6, 1941, when Captain 
Brown was transferred from the 
C.O.T.C. to o/c M.R.T.B., had only 
yesterday been made known. Ac- 
cording to Major Brown his ad- 
vancement does not In any way af 
feet his position as officer com 
manding the McGill Reserve IValn 
ing Battalion. 

Major Brown's military life is 
extensive. It -dates back to the early 
days of the last war .when he 
answered the call to arms, enlisting 
in December, 1914, In the ranks. He 
>vent to France in May, lOlS, and 
saw service in the ranks for two 
years, being wounded twice. He 
then went to Cadet School where 
he was commissioned as 2nd Lieu 
tenant. By September, 1018, he was 
a Lieutenant. When demobilized in 
1010 he was the bearer of the Vic 
tory Medal and the 1014 Medal. 

From then until the beginning of 
this war we trace Captain Brown's 
life' through civilian channels as an 
importer and connected with the in 
surance business. 

The start of this war again saw 
Captain Brown in uniform as 
Lieutenant But his return to the 
forces was soon marked ^y promo 
tion to the rank of Captain. During

However, although students who, 
at one time or another during the 
past two years have conie to be 
classed as 'enemy aliens', will not 
have any changes made in theh: 
studies, the situation with respect 
to military training is not the same.

Queens' Vote Favours Exhibition 
Games by Overwhehning Majority 



Twenty-five per cent, of the Stu- 
dent-body' of Queen's University 
were questioned over the week- 
end, on the matter of exhibition 
games between colleges. The poll 
was part of a student-opinion poll, 
after the Gallup manner, conduct- 
ed in the four member universities 
of the Canadian Intercollegiate 
Athletic Union. 

The results of the poll at Queen's, 
agree in every single case with 
similar results obtained In the poll 
conducted at . McGill University, 
and are tabulated comparatively 
with the results from McGill else- 
where on this page. 

On the most important question 
on the poll, whether the student 
favoured the playing of exhibition 
games, quite apart from their ef- 



fect on public opinion, the Queen's 
students voted ninety-four percent 
in favour of playing the games. 
Eighty-six percent thought the 
games would aid the war effort 
financially, and ninety-four percent 
saw in the games a definite boost 
to student morale. 

The other two universities. West- 
ern and Toronto, were unat^le to 
report the results of their respec- 
tive polls in time to be included in 
this preliminary-report. The results 
from Queen's came in by telegraph, 
and were just In time. 

The idea for a student poll origin- 
ated at McGill, where it was first 
suggested in a letter to the Editor 
of the Daily, signed by several 
leaders of sport and other student 
activities. 



"How to study a City" will be 
the subject to be discussed tonight 
at the meeting of the Sociological 
Society which will be held in the 
Common Room at R.V.C. at eight 
o'clock.

McGill Expects 
Public Support 

Student Morale 
Believed Aided 
By Athletics 



A cross-section poll of student 
opinion was conducted during 
tlie \vccl\-cnd on questions bcnr^ 
ing on the question of inter- 
collegiate sports during tlie du- 
ration of the war. The full list 
of questions which were asked 
representative students appeared 
in the Daily on Friday, and, for 
the most part, will be referred 
to in this report by number and 
letter. 

Ninety-one per cent of the Mc-. 
Gill students questioned thought' 
that student morale tended to 1» 
raised by exhibition games, and B3 
per cent, were In favour of having 
these games played. A similarly 
high percentage (81 per cent), ex- 
pressed the opinion that a lack of 
the games was \yasting an excellent 
attraction for raising money for the 
war effort. 

In nearly all the questions, which 
are reprinted below with compara- 
tive figures from the two imlversi*> 
ties, the_ students questioned hero 
voted very similarly to those at. ' 
Queen's. Both groups showed a 
large majority in favour of tha 
games, and did not think the pub- '. 
lie would react unfavourably, if; ' 
they were engaged In.

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Elections Today 

The new Students' Executive Council, 
the majority of whose members will be 
changed in today's elections, will face a 
rather giim year ahead. The war has 
come once again closer to McGill, and the 
job of university men is not going to be 
•any easièr as time goes on. 

In these times, when the university and 
its students are bèing both praised and 
blamed from all sides, it is of utmost im- 
portance that tho Students' Council be 
composed of men and women who can 
think clearly and far: men and women 
who are representative of the best that the 
universities can offer. 

For it is in a great measure that tho 
Council is looked to for leadership on the 
campus. Thë studënt activities of the year 
ahead; their value and their character will 
depend on the actions of the Council. When 
students choose their representatives to the 
Council, they should remember these ideas. 

It is a rather trite observation to point 
out that we are at war for an ideal of de- 
mocracy and all that democracy means.

Not only for the benefit of the coming 
year on the campus, but as an èxpression 
of the students' belief in the aims for 
which we are waging war, this year's cam- 
pus should turn out en masse to the polling 
places in ofder to exercise thèir democratic 
privilege. 

We can 8«y beforehand th^b not all of 
you will vote-^not by any means. Some 
of you haven't the need, since candidates 
have already been acclaimed to office, 
while others will revert to the shrugged 
shoulders attitude of pre-war days. There 
is no burning issue to be decided, but not

If America 
Goes to War.. •

New York, December 7.— The salmon was 
pale and dry— dining car fare. Opposite me a 
little man, deceptively chesty in a square-cut, 
double-breasted coat chewed deliberately, as 
if the fish were trying to get away and he to 
detain it by sheer force of bite. We .talked 
little. A gleaming Negro waiter shifted plates 
and poured water. Came the fingerbowl ritual. 
The little man, face sharply rectlineal due to 
an abnormal masseter development that 
squared off the natural* curve from check to 
chin, fished a long cigarette hoûtr from his 
vest pocket. There was decision in his fingers 
as he fitted a cigarette into the orifice. We lit 
up. My match may have kindled his natural 
guarrulity. He warmed to his words.

Table Talk. 

He was a civil servant, a minor civil serv- 
ant I gathered, receritly transfencd from Wash- 
ington to Detroit. A confirmed bachelor, he 
was journeying to Toronto to spend a weèk- 
end at the Exhibition. The little man came ot 
a New Hampshire family, he said, and boasted 
that his family tree was as English as oak. An- 
cestry nothwithstanding he called himself an 
isolationist As if he were playing the role of 
a New Englander on stage, my companion 
flaunted his hard-headedness In matters of 
business, pointing out at great pains that 
America was going Iwlshevlk and that he for 
one refused to trust "Frankle" Roosevelt with 
emergency executive powers for fear that the 
President would never relinquish those powers, 
once granted. The American system of free 
enterprise could not survive the strain of war. 
This, he thought, was the motivation behind 
President Roosevelt's "warmongering." ,Not 
that his heart did not go out to the poor Brit- 
ishers. He hoped they'd win— but not too 
easily, for it America were to keep out of the 
war and Britain to eke out an eleventh-hour 
victory after much bloodletting on both sides, 
the United States would then have a free hand 
in running world trade. 

How It Struck i Canadian. 

This was September. From north of the 
border, even from the relatively enlightened 
vantage point of a newspaper ofUee, it seemed 
to me as If America might soon enter the war. 
A week later, as I sped to New York, the ex' 
pectatlon quickened. I began to visualize an 
excited Times Square crowd reading of the war 
declaration from the electric signboard that 
bands the blunted triangle of the Times Build 
ing. Isolationism to me conjured up memories 
of hoarso harangues in cavernous mldwestern 
auditoria by Col. iJndbergh, Senator Nye and 
John T. Flynn. The recollection of my dining 
car companion and his pointed views on the 
New Deal and the war had faded. There 
lingered but a fraction ot his hour-long talk: 
"Americans think It is un-American to shout 
their patriotism from the roof-tops. Americans 
mistrust all this shibboleth about the flag, and 
the Four Freedoms. Obelsiince before the Stars 
and Stripes and ,loudly-expres$cd reverence for 
our way of life is something alien to the Amerl 
can tradition. It's an importation from Europe 
and I damn we]l don't Uke it"

AU of that wàs two ànd a h|l| months back. 
Yet America is no nearer to declaring war on 

Germany now than when I arrived. Instead, 
it seems now that if war is to come it will come 
in the Far East This non-conformance with 
the scheme I had worked out at home was 
puzzling. And this, In a measure, is why 
have skirted the question of isolationism in 
previous columns. Today, in the light of some 
of the ideas I have gleaned in talking to people 
—subway guards, college professors, news 
papermen and waitresses— a part of what my 
square-jowled travelling companion said be- 
comes bright with meaning.

Anerlean Idlosyneracy. 

At lunch last week with one of the pro 
fessors at Columbia's Graduate School of 
Journalism, I 'heard an opinion which, while 
more considered than that of my travelling 
companion, had' the effect of flying' his words 
in my memory., The professor, a famed mid 
western editor and 'one-tlme foreign corres' 
pondent, had just returned from Washington. 
He was disgusted with the road congestion ot 
the capital. There were too many officers, he 
said, hunched over maps at green baize tables 
and sticking pins into each others' thumbs lU' 
stead of into the maps. 

■You know, this country is crazy," he said. 
"The mass of people today is still paclflstie— 
but it has always been so. I can remember the 
last war. I was a lieutenant at the time, In a 
Wisconsin regiment Once the Lusitania had 
gone down the pacifist sentiment evaporated. 
Apierlca went about winning the war with 
every ounce ot hes strength. But with the 
peace, almost insta n tarteOusly, pacifism Iwdled 
up again, and in the streets of Milwaukee in 
1010 where, during the war my uniform had 
opened doors and inspired cheers, people In the 
street used to shout: 'The war's over nowl 
Take that thing offl' More than once the sight 
ot a uniform in a towntown bar touched off a 
riot"

also teaching at Columbia. A disciple of Pro- 
fessor Charles A. Beard, fie carries the torch 
for continental Americanism and makes it 
abundantly clear that he doesn't want to be 
sUgmatized as an Isolationist. Last week, in 
the seclusion of his office, he confided: "You 
know, I really want Britain to win with all my 
heart I agree with the President that we must 
guarantee Britain's survival. But I refuse to 
underwrite an unlimited assault on the con- 
tinent That would cost so much needless 
blood. Britain and the United States can cer- 
tainly hold the seas. ■ I'm hoping that Russia 
and the, conquered nations of Europe will some 
day account for Germany." . 

He continued: "The President, . whatever 
other shortcomings he may have, is endowed 
with the supreme gift of accurately gauging the 
sentiments of the people. He knows that the 
American people is not in mind prepared to 
fight a full-scale war. As a result, he's been 
playing the game of limited risk. And wars of 
limited risk have been won before. It may not 
be particularly noble but it seems to me a 
realistic game."

What America b Thinking. 

These are some of. the things America is 
thinking aboat this matter of war and peace. 
Because interventionist arguments aro given 
ample publicity in Canadian newspapers there 
Is no need to dwéll on them. Instead, I have 
gathered a few opposed Impressions — two 
actively anti-war and another by way of elu- 
cidating some of this tangled anti-war senti 
ment What Lindbergh and Nye have been 
saying on tho matter doesn't concern the peo. 
pie I have quoted. Not one of them has any 
tolerance for the propagandist of the America 
First Committee. All three belong to the 
better educated third ot this nation. The fact 
of their thinking as they do rather than the 
substance of their arguments Is significant 
They are not alone, and America to my mind, 
has not yet begun the march down the road to 
war. 

If America goes to war It will be war against 
Japan and instigated by Japan no nutter bow 
many United States destroyer* are sent to the 
bottom by Nasi subs. At least that's the way 
I see It here and now. '

This extreme 
versatility makes it useful for 
swooping down Into' an enemy ma- 
chine gun nest, or putUng a bat- 
tery ot 7S's into posiUon, or bring- 
ing the Captain's ...turkey^up to the 
front for Christmas^intier.'

Through the medium of a ttudent opinion poll McGilt students 
have shown an overwhelming majority in favour of resuming exhi- 
bition games between collcge teams. The jlnal results jrom the 
McGill poll shows that 93,i per cent, of the student bodtf is in favour 
o/ resuming such gamei while the.early returns /rom similar polls 
at Toronto, Queens, and Western show (hat the vost majoritu of the 
siMiet^t^ at these colleges are o/ the same opinion. 

The /uti extent of the implications invoiced in returning such 
garnet was put be/ore the students in the questions contained In the 
poll, and the students were agireed that the increased time involved 
was o//-set bv the increased morale of the ttuimts which would 
result from such games. 

The ttudentt have expretsed their convictions on the matter of 
fntercottegiate sportt and the responsibilit]/ now reds with the 
C.M.U. to act accordingly and lift the unnecessarv restrictions now 
placed on college athletics. Although, it now appears that no definite 
arrangementt have been made for a general meeting of the C.I.A,V., 
nevertheless there is a determined move underway to call such a 
meeting in (he near future. With the unquesdonable resuKs of the 
ttudent poll now compiled (here Is an even greater need for a meet- 
ing of the C.IA.V, immediately to correct the ciisting rcoutatlon. 

The poll, being carried on at the time that it was, amidtt the 
hlstorv . tnoking developments in (he Far East, the students had 
before them the extreme aerloutn'ess of the prêtent sKuotion when 
maicing (heir decisions. The general opinion of the student body is 
that at long as the Canadian Government feel that the students are 
best serving (he cause by continuing their studies at college, then, 
as long as college gomes do not interfere with their whole-hearted 
e//or(, there should be no objection to carrying on auch cxhibiHons.

01£ per cent, of the students 
questioned ogreed (hot exhibition games between colleges would 
(end (0 raise the student morale, which It of great imporlancc at (his 
(imc, while «0 per cent, of the voters saw the possibility of raiting 
war effort furuis through college exhibition gomes. 

The StudenU have now expressed their undeniable opinion and 
it remains for the C.IA.U. to hold faith with the students and allow 
the resumption of a modified form of Intercollegiate sports. No 
longer can anyone say that college students have not the time for 
such games during the war. Over 80 per cent, of the students 
questioned at McGill have expressed their belief that college cihibU 
tlon games would not take more time than the participants could 
afford and surely nobody knows more than the students involved 
whether or not the time involved would hinder (heir complete wor 
e//or(. 

Immediate action by the CJ.A.V. in agreement with the results 
of (his poll should now be taken. Students at McGill have been 
assured that they are best serving the war effort by continuing their 
sUidles. If this is the case then exhibition pomes, which would no( 
hinder this wor e//ort, and which would, at the same time. raUe 
the student morale are in order. If the students on the other hand 
are not best serving the war effort by continuing their studies this 
should be pointed out to the students. 



Fred Urquhart 
Holds Ski Class 

Turnout Good At 
Second Class 
For Beginners 

Over thirty prospective skiers 
turned out for the second In a scr- 
ies of ski instruction classes being 
conducted by Mr. Fred Urquhart 
yesterday afternoon. Amidst a 
background of welght-lifteni and 
grunt-and-groan men, the instruc- 
tor continued his survey of skiing 
fundamentels. 

Appropriately dressed in ski togs, 
Mr. Urquhart first reviewed last 
week's discussion of the correct 
equipment for satisfactory results, 
emphasizing the need of good boots. 
Then he touched briefly upon wax- 
ing of skis and use of steel edges. 

Turning to the actual business of 
learning to ski. the ski prof out- 
lined the correct bodily positions 
for downhill running and travers- 
ing. The use of the "snowplow" 
was discussed, and hence the fun- 
damentol stem and snowplow turns. 
Mr. Urquhart again emphasized the 
fundamental principles of keeping 
the knees bent, and shiitlng the 
weight through the hips in execut- 
ing a iuni. 

In closhig, he pointed out num- 
erous exercises which should be 
constantly practiced in order to 
condition the body, especially the 
legs, for strenuous skltog activity 
after Christmas, and recommended 
that the novice skiers govern them- 
selves accordingly. 

The first two classes have been 
well attended, it was stated, but an 
even larger number of beginners 
at skiing could still profit by taking 
in these pre-season classes. Quite 
a number of coeds were in evidence 
at yesterday's meeting, so even this 
hardy sport Is not without lis extra» 
currlcular attraction.

LEGAL AID BUREAU COUNSELS 
NEEDY, NEUROTICS. CONVICTS 

Even before they graduate and 
pass their bar examinations, Law 
students are getting practical court- 
room experience through the Har- 
vard Legal Aid Bureau, an organ- 
ization of liigh-ranking second and 
third-year men which acts as coun- 
sel for those who.cannot afford 
professional lawyers. 

The neophyte attorneys take 
civil cases of all types, ranging from 
libel and slander to illegitimacy, 
with marital difficulties fumishtag 
the large part of the work. 

Edward J. LeCam, of the Boston 
Legal Aid Bureau, is the only mem- 
ber of the bar in the office. The 
students are permitted to appear'ta 
court by a provision in the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws allowing 
"any person of good ' moral char- 
acter" to "manage a suit if he Is 
especially authorized by the party 
for whon* he appears." 

Clients for the Bureau usually 
have heard of it by word-of-raouth, 
and come to tho Massachusetts 
Avenue' office to present their 
problems and receive advice. Two 
of the more interestteg cases, how- 
ever, came through the mails from 
a man serving a life sentence and 
from a woman In an insane asylum. 

The lifer had a technical inher- 
itance problem, but the woman, 
after assailing the "non-tatelUgent 
and nefarious nature" of , her con- 
finement went on to proclaim that 
"I am perfectly cognizant of my 
right to life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness." She has tried 
to escape often epough to convince 
her of the fuUlity of this plan, and 
now wants to get ouir legally. One 
of the students will tavesUgato her 
case. 

Founded in 1913 by the Law 
School Society of FhlUips Brooks 
House, the Bureau long ago out- 
grew its P. B, H, headquarters, and 
no^-^^oenipies, Kendall House. The 
3B nîémiien^took care of over 1,000 
cases in 1040-41. as contrasted with 
200 the first year. 

Most of the. Bureau's cases are 
decided out of court end over 00 
per cent of these which come to 
trial are won. The most abrupt 
out - of - court settlement was 'a 
double murder last sprtog. 

It began like the tuualj divorce 
case— the husband habltuiilly^béat 
his wife, but she decided to get a 
divorce when he tried to strangle 
her. She went to live with her 
aunt, and the first two nights she 
took care to lock the door. On 
the thhrd night she forgot and the 
aggrieved, spouse camé with a gun 
and shot his wife and her aunt "Hie 
Bureau is now handling adoption 
proceedings for their dUldr-Har- 
vard Crimson,

However, stu- 
dents of these nationalities who 
were born in Canada will be treat- 
ed as Canadians until such time as 
the C^ovemment shall define their 
status.

The intellectual heel has succeed- 
ed (after many years of concentrat- 
ed effort) to build a great wall of 
defence around themselves. That is. 
they can have anything excused 
Just because they are intellectuals. 
A man finds one with his wife and 
would shoot him— but the wife 
screams, "Stop. He Is an INTEL- 
LÉCTUALI" 
"He is a HEEL." growls the man. 
"Yes," sobs the wife, "AN INTEL- 
LECTUAL HEEL." 

Then the husband makes a bad 
misUke. He does not shoot him- he 
talks to him. He tries' to reason with 
him. He expalins the folly of his 
ways. This'is a grave and disastrous 
error. The Intellectual heel Is a 
master of words. Words — ^phrases — 
sentences are his surest weapon. He 
quotes with ease and grace sonie 
obscure poet--some unlcnown source. 
His eyes can spar)cle at will. His 
hands can assist his words by mov- 
ing gracefully through the air and 
creating beautiful patterns. Do not 
talk to them— shoot them.

Twenty-seven years ago — May 8, 
1014— the SnUth-Lever Co-operative 
Extension Act, .designed by Con 
gress to build a better ^agriculture 
and to make for'better nirar living, 
was signed by the President of the 
United States. Thus began the près 
ent national system of agriculture 
and home economics education in 
which th^ federal 'govemment. the 
State Land-grant collèges and the 
county gbvèmménts co-operate in 
nationwide extension service work 
Indiana's Early Beginning 

Before this official act, however, 
a form of agricultural extension 
work existed in Indiana in the early 
'80's,. consisting merely of an occa- 
sional address delivered by a- mem- 
ber of the University faculty before 
some agricultural organization. To 
day the extension work carried on 
by the University is an Integral part 
of the nationwide: system. 

Cooperative Agricultural Exten- 
sion Work is simply a ^stem of 
teaching outside of the University 
and gives the farmer the opportun 
ity to obtain the most receiit infor' 
mation the most hrdlu cmfwy hmb 
matlon on the newest developments 
in the field of agriculture. 

For U 'Tears ' 
This Information has been 
brought to the farmers for -the last 
12 years through a series, of winter 
extension schools, run by coimty 
agricultural agents employed by 
the University. Ttom , November 
until March these schools, ranging 
from one-half to two days Inj 
length, are held througout the 
length and breadth of Indiana and 
cover such subjects .as dai^ cattle 
bre'c'dlngi corn improvement tomato 
canning, farm manai;einent .and soil 
conservation. ' - ' 

According to O. W. Maiisfield, as- 
sistant county agent leader, 343 of 
these extension schools have been 
scheduled throughout the .various 
counties of the state-every county 
receiving from 3 to 6 schools diuring 
thé five mbnth^riod. 

Agents Pick Them Ont 
County agents and county com- 
mittees apply for certain schools, 
selecting them from. the. list of 28 
subjects covered: and' then the 
schedules for the Khools are made 
out by Mansfield for times conven-. 
lent for both the county and the 
28 county agent specialists.who will 
instruct in their respective schools. 
District and state conferences are 
held throughout the year for the 
various county agents In order that 
they may get together to compare 
ideas and developments in theh: re- 
spective fields. . 
ToM Attendance X5,000. 

Last year approximately 25,000 
farmers attended the extension 
schools, and this season an even 
greater attendance is expected. 

In the beginning, extension serv- 
ice was concerned with the prob- 
lems of production and 'improve- 
ments closely related thereto. To- 
day, such work not only includes 



all of these questions but has ex- 
tended to' the fields of distribution, 
marketing and consumption. For- 
merly, the fanners worited largely 
as individuals; now, throtigh the 
Co-operative Extension Service they 
work with organized groups of men 
and women interested in and re- 
lated to their farm and home prob- 
lems.— Purdue Exponent

FORDHAAI FOOTBALL STAR, 
NOW SECRET: SERVICE 
OPERATOR, BODYGUARD TO 
PRESIDENT itOOSBVELT. 

Two secret service men have 
been standing in Baker Library 
for the past few days looking for 
men, particular men' — ones who 
are interested in Icnbwing currency 
and wishing to -enter the "Know 
Your Money" contest 

The younger of the two, Mr. 
Frank McDermott is a graduate 
of Fordham, a member of Ihe 
class of '34. While he was an 
undergraduate, ho played three 
years of varsity football with John 
ny Dell Isola, the present line 
coach for the yearlings, and he was 
coached 'by Frank- Cavanaugh. a 
former Dartmouth coach.'-' As ■ a 
senior- McDermott- was "mentioned 
for all-Amerlcan quarterback. 

During the interview he spoke in 
low. tones, so low that the reporter 
had to lean toward him. He did 
not hesitate, but he carefully chose 
what he wanted to say and how he 
wanted to say It Mr. McDermott 
explained that he was not at lib 
erty to give any details concern- 
ing the methods of guarding the 
President, the chief duty of secret 
service men. 

This is about all I can say. The 
Department knows the exact route 
that the President will take. The 
men go over that route carefully 
inspecting and guarding -all rail- 
road crossings, all overhead bridges 
and all the places where trains 
stop: We are instructed to keep 
everyone away from the train, 
can't say any more than that with 
out special permission from my 
superiors in Boston. 

He has been assigned to the 
'•White House' detail every so often. 
He was not along to guard the 
President on his recent meeting 
with Winston Churchill, but he has 
been on those famous Roosevelt 
fishing trips. He had an excelleiit 
side-line view from one of the con- 
voying ships. 

The other, Mr. Alonxo H. Rice, 
has been in the secret service for 
20 years. He was with the Presi- 
dent- during the second inaugura 
tion and during the visit of the 
King and Queen of England. 

He was as quiet as Mr. McDer 
mott He guarded his conversation 
to an even greater degree. ' 
Both Expert Marksmen. 

He would not describe his revolv- 
er or pistol. But he admitted that 
both he and Mr. McDermott were 
qualified experts. He did make this 
comment, however. "We try to 
brbig our men in wiUiout shooting. 
Arrests can be made so smoothly 
and so painlessly that it's all over 
before the criminal realizes what 
has happened. 

"However there is greater satis- 
faction in preventing crime through 
education than In punishing the 
criminals. That is the object of 
our 'Know Your Money' cam-^ 
paign."— Dartmouth. 
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LEWIS BROWNE, SINCLAIR 
LEWIS BATTLE TO AGREE 
HENT: IT CAN 

Lewis Browne and Sinclair Lewis 
both admitted it at the Oratorical 
lecture last night— there wasn't 
enough disagreement between them 
to Justify the Utle "debate." 

They both agreed on the evils of 
Fascism; they both believed the 
United, sûtes should fight it; and 
despite their supposedly opposite 
views on "Can It Happen Here?' 
they both agreed Fascism can hap 
pen here. .. 

Browne— "with the perspective of 
one who has lived intellectually in 
many ages" — stressed ' repeatedly 
that Fascism can come to thé Unit- 
ed States under conditions of crisis. 

He asserts that If HiUer wins, the 
crisis will reach our shores. A small 
minority could - then assume power 
by taking advantage of the frustra- 
tion of disgruntled industrialists, 
small businessmen, demobilized 
soldiers and the great mass of "peo- 
ple who are generally dissatisfied, 

The minority strategy, according 
to Browne, would be to place all 
blame for the nation's troubles on 
the groups as prescribed by the 
usual formula— the liberal govem- 
ment a foreign nation such as 
Britain, and a scapegoat such u the 
Jews. These - .objects of ' . atUck 
would be used against the Ideals of 
liberty, equality and fraternity 
which have grown for six genera- 
tioiis, Browne said. . 

Sinclair' Lewis warned that if we 
become afraid and hysterical we 
will be playing into the hands of 
Fascism, its philosophy, and Ger- 
many, (Browpe denied Fascism had 
a philosophy, declaring it had a 
"psychiatry.") 

The author of "Arrowsmlth" 
maintained Americans knçw full 
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well they have something to face, 
but he said they should also know 
they have something to face it with. 

He believes our democracy is con- 
stantly growing "more , excellent" 
Asserting. we should keep in our 
mind a knowledge of our own po- 
tential strength, Lewis declared "I 



think Fascism- can happen here, but 

I don't thkik it will."
